Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 and 2 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Independent claim 1 (as presented 1 May 2009) describes a photodetector 

configuration as shown in Applicant's Figures 1 and 2. The Examiner could not find 
prior art teaching a photodetector having the configuration illustrated in Applicant's 
Figures 1 and 2 and required by independent claim 1 . Specifically, the Examiner could 
not find a photodetector with the required row output/processing configuration required 
by claim 1.
